F or the la*! two years the German 
government luis b een m aking inqui­ 
ries into the life, history and ravages 
of one of the most remarkab le worms 
known to exist. 
This wonderful crea­ 
ture, whose gluttonous appetite is only 
satisfied after a feed on com m on steel, 
was first b rought into general notice 
b y an article in The Cologne Gazette in 
Jun.*, Jss7. 
For some time preceding the pub li­ 
cation of tin* account mentioned the 
greatest consternation existed am on g 
tin* engineers employed on the rail 
way at Hagen b y accidents which a l­ 
ways occurred at tlm same place, prov­ 
ing that *« » me terrib le defect must exi*t 
either in the material or the construc­ 
tion of 1 b e rails. 
The government b ecame interested 
and sent a commission to the spot for 
the purpose of m aintaining a eon slant 
wall h at the place w here the accidents 
one of them attended with loss of 
life 
had txvurred. 
It was not, how ­ 
ever, until six months had elapsed that 
the surface of the rails appeared to b e 
corroded, as if b y acid, to the extent 
of over 100 yards. 
The rail was taken up and b roken, 
whereupon it was found to b e literally 
honeyeoiniied b y a thin, threadlike, 
gray worm.
